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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

. (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2 & 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Todaetal. (US 6,184,544). 

Re claims 1 & 14, Toda et al. teach a semiconductor package comprising (Fig.2): 

An electrically insulating substrate layer (21); a non-conductive layer (9 & 10) 
disposed on the electrically insulating substrate layer; and reflector layer (22, Col.4, 
lines 15-17) disposed on the non-conductive layer, wherein the electrically insulating 
substrate layer includes at least one first metallized portion (24) on a first surface 
thereof and at least one second metallized portion on a second surface thereof, said 
second surface opposite said first surface. Toda et al. teach the reflector and the 
electrically insulating layer being both made of plastic (Col.3, lines 53-60). Therefore, 
the coefficient of thermal expansion of the reflector layer is matched to the coefficient of 
thermal expansion of a material of the electrically insulating substrate layer. 

Re claim 2, Toda et al. teach the reflector layer includes a conical portion. 

Re claim 15, Toda et al. teach metallized portions are coupled to the light 
emitting diode. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 
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3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Toda 
et al. in view of Deisenhofer et al. (US 2002/0179919). 

Re claim 6, Toda et al do not teach the non-conductive layer is made of glass. 
Deisenhofer et al. in Fig.1 teach the non-conductive layer 10 is made of glass and it is 
used for fusing to layers. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made form the non-conductive layer using glass 
taught by Deisenhofer et al in Toda's device, since it has been held to be within the 
general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability 
for the intended use as matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 

Re claims 7-8, neither Toda et al. nor Deisenhofer et al. teach the non- 
conductive layer and electrical insulating substrate both have a coefficient of thermal 
expansion which is matched to a coefficient of thermal expansion of the material of the 
reflector layer. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to have matched coefficient of thermal expansion in 
the semiconductor package in order to prevent cracking caused by the mismatch in the 
coefficient of thermal expansion.
